Santa Ana Bond Election Set For June 2nd 


On June 2 a $869,000 bond elec- 
tion for Santa Ana College will 
be held for Santa Ana voters. On 
the same day, bond elections for 
building programs for tthe elemen- 


tary and high school districts will. 


also be provided. Total amount of 
the three bond issues is $3,985,000. 

The college bonds, if passed, 
would provide for a gymnasium, 


little theatre and fine-arts build- 
ing combined, and a science build- 
ing. 

At present the college has no 
gymnasium, but uses the overly 
compact facilities offered by Santa 
_Ana High School. There is no little 
theatre or auditorium and the stu- 
dents must hold their assemblies 
either out of doors on wooden 


bleachers, or in the cafeteria where 
many of them must stand. 

The science buildings now in use 
are remodeled Army buildings ‘and 
many’ are outdated. Astronomy 
students must go to the high school 
campus to use the college’s teles- 


cope which has an estimated value 
of $20,000. bits ‘

ery school laboratory. Through 
participation in a nursery school, 
they are able, through practice, to 
learn guidance techniques, many 
of which are basic in a child’s' de- 
velopment, physically, socially, 
emotionally, and mentally at any 
age level.” 

The requirement of all eusdente 
enrolling in this course is two 
hours a week lecture and discus- 
sion; and three hours participa- 
tion in the laboratory per week.
